Clinton gets 
nods trom 
Harkin and 
labor unions

ROCHESTER, N.Y. — Democrat 
Bill Clinton won the support of a for- 
mer rival and two big labor unions 
Thursday as party leaders mounted 
an effort to blunt what they see as an 
increasingly damaging challenge by 
Jerry Brown. 

Iowa Sen. Tom Harkin, who 
dropped out of the presidential race 
earlier this month, endorsed Clinton 
and criticized the tone of Brown’s at- 
tacks on the party’s front-runner. 

Harkin immediately delivered on a 
promise to help Clinton gain liberal 
and labor support, convincing the 
Communications Workers of America 
to endorse the Arkansas governor. 

At the same time, New York Sen. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, an influen- 
tial voice in his state, derided Brown’s 
proposal for a 13 percent flat income 
tax and said it threatened the survival 
of Social Security. 

New York Gov. Mario Cuomo 
weighed in, too, saying Brown’s flat 
tax plan was “a big advantage to the 
people at the top. I’m against the flat 
taxe: 

Democratic National Committee 
Chairman Ronald Brown, mean- 
while, criticized Jerry Brown’s per- 
sonal attacks and led a meeting of 
party leaders and major fund-raisers 
at which Clinton was treated as the 
nominee. 

The Clinton campaign welcomed 
the flurry of events, but its candidate 
was cautious in his comments. 

“T don’t think we can rush this pro- 
cess,” Clinton said. “There’s a lot of 
resentment out there. There are a lot 
of people who believe both parties for- 
got them.” 

Brown, campaigning in Wisconsin, 
dismissed the Harkin endorsement. 

“When you run a frontal assault on 
what you call a decrepit and corrupt 
status quo ... you can’t be surprised 
when people in that neighborhood 
band together in a mutual protection 
defense,” he said. 

Harkin endorsed Clinton at a 
Rochester education center and then 
sat beside his former rival as both 
spoke via satellite to major Demo- 
cratic Party leaders and fund-raisers 
gathered in Washington. Clinton also 
received an endorsement Thursday 
from the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union.

NEW YORK — Karen Watkins said Thursday 
she remembered the clothes but not the face of the 
teen-ager who held her husband down on a subway 
platform while another youth fatally stabbed her 
22-year-old son Brian. 

Struggling to remain composed, Mrs. Watkins, 
47, described and identified the black- and rust- 
colored striped shirt that Anthony Anderson wore 
the night of Sept. 2, 1990, when her family was 
attacked. 

“T screamed at him to get off him (husband Sher- 
win Watkins) and leave him alone,” Mrs. Watkins 
said. Meanwhile, another teen held a knife to 
Brian’s throat, she said. 

‘What position was Brian in?” asked Assistant 
District Attorney Thomas Schiels. Mrs. Watkins’ 


clasped her hands tensely as she spoke. 

“He was crouched down,” she said. “They were 
holding him down by his shoulders. I yelled to them 
to get off him and leave him alone. 

“The next thing I heard was somebody yelling, 
‘We got it.’ They ran up the stairs.” 

Mrs. Watkins said Brian chased the gang, and 
when she caught up to her son, he was on the floor 
dying, blood pouring from the hole in his chest. 

Meanwhile, while Sherwin Watkins was down, 
one of the gang opened an eight-inch gash across his 
buttocks and ripped $200 from his pants. 

Mrs. Watkins said she later identified at least 
two youths in lineups. 

She was the second family member to testify at 
the week-old murder and robbery trial in state 
Supreme Court (in New York, a trial court and not 
an appellate court) in Manhattan of three youths

charged in the attack. On Tuesday, her husband 
testified, fingering Anderson as the youth who held 
him down. 

The defendants are Anderson, Riccardo Lopez 
and Yull Gary Morales, all 19 and from Queens. 
Morales says he stabbed Brian accidentally while 
trying to scare the Watkinses away because he 
thought they were attacking his friends. 

The gang performed the robbery so they would 
have money for the $15 cover charge at the nearby 
Roseland dance hall, Schiels said.

Both parents testified at the first trial after 
which four youths were convicted in December. 
The youths were sentenced to 25 years to life.

Tyson gets 6-year term, 
still claims his innocence

INDIANAPOLIS — Mike Tyson 
was sentenced Thursday to six years 
in prison for raping a Miss Black 
America contestant, his protests of 
innocence rejected by a judge who 
said she believes he could rape again. 

Marion Superior Court Judge Pa- 
tricia J. Gifford refused to let the for- 
mer heavyweight boxing champion 
remain free on bail while his convic- 
tion is appealed, and within two 
hours, he was behind bars. 

“Something needs to be done about 
the attitude you displayed here,” the 
judge told Tyson. 

Tyson slipped off his watch and tie 
pin, handed them to his lawyer and 
hugged 81-year-old Camille Ewald, 
the upstate New York woman who 
raised him from his teen-age years as 
a promising boxer. 

“T am not guilty of this crime,” 
Tyson said in a rambling 10-minute 
plea for leniency. 

He apologized for his “crass” be- 
havior during the 1991 pageant but 
said he never harmed his accuser, 19- 
year-old Desiree Washington of 
Coventry, R.I. 

“T didn’t rape anyone. I didn’t hurt 
anyone,” he said. “When I’m in the 
ring, I break their ribs, I break their

Rockwell pleads guilty to waste crimes 


DENVER — Rockwell International Corp. pleaded guilty Thursday to 10 
criminal counts of hazardous waste and water violations while it ran the Rocky 
Flats nuclear weapons plant, and agreed to pay an $18.5 million fine. 

Both Rockwell and government officials said the violations had not resulted 
n “substantial physiological harm” to people living near the plant outside 
Denver. 

“We believe this is a fair, equitable and just sentence for the people of the 
United States,” U.S. Attorney Michael J. Norton said. 

The 10 counts include five felonies — four violations of the Resource Conser- 
vation and Recovery Act and one violation of the Clean Water Act. The five 
misdemeanors were for violations of the Clean Water Act. 

The counts alleged Rockwell illegally stored and disposed of hazardous 
wastes at the plant at various times between 1987 and 1989. 

Rockwell admitted it stored hazardous wastes without a permit, stored the 
wastes in containers that leaked, and that its actions allowed hazardous wastes 
to reach reservoirs that supplied drinking water to nearby cities. 

“The corporation came to the decision that it is in our best interest to put the 
matter behind us and enter the pleas,” said John McNett, assistant general 
counsel for Rockwell. 

Rockwell, based in Seal Beach, Calif:, is a major federal contractor, with 
electronics, aerospace, automotive and graphics businesses. It built the space 
shuttle and the B-1 bomber. 


Economy advanced slowly in last quarter 


WASHINGTON — The economy neared a standstill in the final three 
months of last year, and American corporations suffered their worst annual 
profits since 1987, the government reported Thursday. 

Dismissing such statistics, Treasury Secretary Nicholas Brady said events 
in the real world showed that “we’re well on our way” out of recession. 

Still, the Labor Department said the number of Americans filing new claims 
for unemployment benefits climbed to 447,000 in mid-March. 

Private economists, sifting through the labyrinth of numbers, said they 
believed a recovery was beginning — but only in fits and starts. 

Among the economic reports released Thursday, the gross domestic 
product indicated a barely noticeable annual growth rate of 0.4 percent in the 
October-December quarter after lackluster growth of 1.4 percent in the sec- 
ond quarter and 1.8 percent in the third. 

Administration officials are forecasting that the economy by the second half 
of the year will be growing at an annual rate of 3 percent. 


Ogden school assistants want insurance 


OGDEN, Utah — About 100 Ogden school staff assistants have threatened 
to quit if the district board doesn’t reverse its decision to slash their hours and 
eliminate health insurance coverage. 

The assistants, who work with handicapped and disadvantaged children, 
made the demand Wednesday night during a meeting with district administra- 
tors. 

Many of the assistants said they are single parents who cannot support their 
families on lower pay checks and without health insurance. 

District administrators who called the meeting agreed that a mass exodus of 
trained staff assistants could endanger needy children, and said they would try 
to reverse the board’s decision. 

The school board, on the recommendation of Superintendent James West, 
voted March 19 to cut hours of all staff assistants to less than 30 a week. Thir ty 
hours is the cutoff for health insurance eligibility. The cuts take effect on July 


‘West said the move will save the district $450,000 a year and help erase a 
projected $1 million budget shortfall. 


Science education neglected in America 


WASHINGTON — American students know little about science mainly 
because schools suffer from out-of-date courses, equipment and teacher prepa- 
ration, the Education Department said Thursday. 

The 1990 Science Report Card, released by the department, said less than 
half of the elementary schools and only about one-third of the high schools have 
identified science education as a high priority. 

As aresult, the report said, few students can apply what they. have learned 
in science class to a real situation or analyze a problem. 

For example, the majority of students in grades four, eight and 12 knew that 
animals must breathe oxygen to live and that a snake’s skin is dry. ites 


But fewiknew how to-apply general scientific information ‘such as dr awing?™ 


the position of the moon during a solar eclipse and identifying which in a series 
of questions could be answered most easily with an experiment. 

By their senior year, fewer than half of the students demonstrated the 
knowledge and reasoning abilities to interpret data in tables and graphs and to 
evaluate and design science experiments. Few could successfully predict the 
type of fossil that would be found in a particular rock layer, given information 
about fossils in adjacent rock layers, for example.

Investigate consolidation firms 
to avoid fraudulence, says BBB

The Better Business Bureau is 
warning students who are thinking 
about applying for a debt consolida- 
tion loan or using a bill paying service 
to first check the reputability of the 
company. 

The latest ploys to get a consumer’s 
money involve fraudulent bill paying 
companies and companies that offer 
advance fee loans that require large 
up front fees. These loans never ma- 
terialize, the national BBB office said. 

One scheme involves companies 
sending letters offering to help to con- 
sumers who were victimized by 
fraudulent advance fee loans, the 
BBB said. The companies may claim 
to be non-profit organizations which 
will manage the consumer’s bills. 

For an initial processing charge and 
monthly fees, the companies claim 
they will contact creditors, consoli- 
date the consumeyr’s bills and then pay 
the bills for the individual. After a few 
months, the consumer finds the com- 
pany has skipped town. 


There is a variation of the scam 
where the fraudulent company col- 
lects the monthly payments but for- 
wards only a small percentage to 
creditors, keeping a large amount for 
themselves. 

Some companies may also adver- 
tise credit repair services, Bill 
Beadle, president of the Utah BBB 
chapter, said. 

“The company will offer to negoti- 
ate with creditors and repair credit by 
protesting information on the individ- 
ual’s credit report,” he said. 

“A very reputable non-profit credit 
counseling service is Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service Inc., in 
Murray,” Beadle said. The service 
was established by credit grantors, 
he said. 

“My wife and I used Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service to resolve 
credit problems last year and they | 
were very helpful,” Andrew A. Shaw, 
24, of Orem, said. 

Shaw said CCCS took a list of all his 
creditors and contacted them. “They 
wrote to the credit companies asking 
them to lower the interest on some of

“Spanish Fork: Cis "Counell ap- 
proved a budget last. week for expan- 
sion of the Springville-Spanish Fork 
airport. Budget revisions for the pro- 
ject were recently made by the Utah 
Department of Transportation and 
the Federal Aeronautics Association. 

Funding was approved for apron 
expansion, lighting and signage, said 
Richard Heap, Spanish Fork public 
works director. The proposed taxi- 
way expansion has been deleted from 
the airport project due to lack of 
funds. 

“The state and the FAA weren't 
able to budget enough money this 
year,” Heap said. 

He said though the taxiway exten- 
sion was eliminated from the project 
this year, funds should be available in 
October. Taxiway construction 
should begin next year. 

Total cost of the expansion project 
without the taxiway will be $412,000, 
Heap said. The federal government 
will provide $875,000, the state 
$18,680 and the remaining $18,680 
will be split between Springville and 
Spanish Fork cities, Heap said. 

Kim Morris of the Utah Depart- 
ment of Transportation said the ex- 
pansion proposal requires 94 percent 
of the total construction cost to be 
paid for with federal funds. The re- 
maining six percent must be split be- 
tween state and local matching funds, 
he said.

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Flute, brass concert to span centuries

For those who like music that is old, 
some that is new, a lot of brass and a 
few flutes, three instrumental choirs 
will be performing music from the 
15th Century to contemporary works 
Saturday night in the de Jong Concert 
Hall, Harris Fine Arts Center. 

The 16-member Trombone Choir 
will begin the concert with a piece 
from medieval times by Gabrieli, a 
piece by Wagner and Berlioz from the 
Romantic period and a contemporary 
piece specifically written for trom- 
bones by Fisher Tull. 

This group is unique because the 
sound the trombone has is different 
than that of other instruments. 

“The tone of the trombone is pleas- 
ing to the ear because it resembles the 
human voice the best,” said Sam 


Tsugawa, 28, a graduate student in 
musi¢ education from Pearl City, 
Hawaii. “When we play the piece by 
Richard Wagner, it sounds like theop- 
era.” 

“Sounds of Silver,” the flute choir, 
will then perform four pieces, includ- 
ing the “Pink Panther Suite” by 
Henry Mancini. 

The choir was asked to add a con- 
trast in textures to Saturday’s pro- 
gram. 

“The Flute Choir is playing because 
it adds diversity in a otherwise brass 
program. It is also interesting be- 
cause brass and the flute have com- 
pletely different sounds,” said coordi- 
nator Daniel Bachelder. 

The Brass Choir, which includes all 
the brass instruments plus percus- 
sion, will conclude the concert with a 
selection of pieces including the well- 
known “Fanfare for Common Man” 


by Aaron Copland. 

“This piece is one of my favorites,” 
said trumpet player Phil Kersh, 24, a 
junior majoring in music performance 
from Minneapolis, Minn. “I first 
heard it when I was very young, and 
it got me excited about playing the 
trumpet.” 

This group has helped Kersh en- 
hance and focus his trumpet playing 
inmany different ways. “Because this 
kind of group is different than an or- 
chestra or band, I have to channel 
myself and concentrate on playing 
with brass. The biggest advantage is 
that I always gain something from the 
comments in rehearsal because we 
are all brass players,” he said. 

Only in its second year, the Brass 
Choir was formed because Bachelder 
decided he wanted to have an all- 
brass group on campus.

They said the ads 
should give information on how to prevent AIDS,

Dr. Louis Sullivan, secretary of the Department 
of Health and Human Services, denied that the 
government was steering clear of controversial 


subjects, such as homosexuality. 


He said the ads concentrate on the basic message 
that anyone can contract AIDS, and there isn’t 


room for much else.

In other police news, an Orem 
man charged with placing bombs in 
three Utah County buildings and 
suspected of placing a bomb in a 
BYU building pleaded not guilty to 
the charges by reason of insanity 
last Friday in 4th District Court. 

Jim Bowcutt, 33, will stand trial 
June 1 on the bomb charges before 
4th District Court Judge George 
Ballif. Bowcutt was originally 
found incompetent to stand trial, 
but after spending several months 
at the Utah State Hospital is now 
able to stand trial. 

Bowcutt is accused of placing a 
bomb at an LDS chapel in Grand- 
view, which caused $3,000 in dam- 
age when it blew out two large win- 
dows. He is also accused of placing 
bombs at the Orem City Library 
and at a Wasatch Mental Health 
office, both failed to explode. He is 
suspected of placing a bomb in 
BYU’s Harold B. Lee Library. 

Also, Danny Herring, 23, of 
Provo, was found guilty last month 
of aggravated assault in the July 6 
beating of Kevin Ericksen, 23, of 
Provo. Herring will be sentenced 
April 17. Police say the two men 
were fighting when a third man 
tried to break up the fight. 

Ericksen then allegedly went to 
his house and returned with a rifle. 
Despite warnings from officers, 
Kricksen allegedly began shooting 
at the officers and the officers re- 
turned fire. 

Though Herring was found 
guilty of aggravated assault 
charge, he was found not guilty on 
a charge that he obstructed justice 
by trying to prevent the police

“The solutions that are out there are viewed as 
inappropriate to the Bush administration,” he said. 

Sullivan said, “Today most Americans are knowl- 
edgeable about how HIV is transmitted and how 
transmission can be prevented. Yet far too many do 
not believe themselves to be at risk, even when 
their behaviors indicate otherwise.” 

The ads show young people, one walking in the 
countryside, another sitting on a basketball court. 


“T’m 19 years old,” Peter Zamora says in one ad. 


“And two years ago I found out that I had HIV, the 

virus that causes AIDS. Knowing that I could die 

has been scary.

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Ricks’ suspension policy 
gets tough on slackers

BYU students aren’t the only ones 
contending with school administra- 
tions who are urging them to hurry 
through school. 

Recent changes in the suspension 
policy at Ricks College were made in 
an effort to “encourage students to 
take better advantage of their time” 
at the two-year school, Melinda Rock, 
press relations coordinator at Ricks, 
said. 

The new policy has taken a more 
stringent position on the liberalness 
with which they handle students on 
academic probation and suspension. 

The college has been a good place in 
the past for students who let their 
academics slip to “get their acts to- 
gether,” Jim Gee, assistant academic 
vice president for Support Services at 
Ricks College, said. 

“There are so many students who 
want to come to Ricks College but 
there just isn’t enough room,” Gee 
said. 

“This firmer policy has been 
adopted so students will take full ad- 
vantage of their time here,” he said. 

One of the most strict of the new 
policies states that if students fall be- 
low a 1.0 GPA during their first 
semester, they will be automatically 
suspended. 

Gee said his office had been receiv- 
ing complaints from students who 
said their roommates rarely attended 
classes and partied all the time. 

They didn’t feel it was fair that the 
school was turning so many students 
away when the students that were 
admitted were wasting their time. 

The new policy will require a sus- 
pended student to “lay off’ one year 
and complete at least 12 credits witha 
2.0 GPA at another college before 
they can reapply to Ricks. 

The policy will be a bit less strin- 
gent for returned missionaries who 
were on academic probation or sus- 
pension before their missions. 

Ricks will waive the requirement to 
take 12 credits at another school and 
will give special consideration to 
those who have gone on missions, Gee 
said. 

Any student suspended a second 
time will be suspended permanently 
and not be allowed to return to Ricks. 

Gee said the committee added an- 
other twist to the policy, stating that 
students will be allowed to take a 
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maximum of 80 credits. 

“After that, we start looking a} 
why a student is still here. We can’ 
allow (them to take more than that) — 
we need to make room for other stu 
dents to have the opportunity to at} 
tend a Church school,” Gee said. 

Once students are admitted, the’ 
need to be responsible for their tim 
at Ricks, Gee said. 
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
